ry of Dumbarton, all and each of them 
for the time being · Any ſix of theſe nine, 


all the reſt being duly ſummoned, ſhall. 
conſtitute a quorum, who. are hereby veſt- 


ed with the power of calling for the Re- 


cords of the Eighty One Truſtees, and 


of the Committee of Ordinary Managers 
afterwards mentioned, of inſpecting the 
Apparatus and Property belonging to the 
Inſtitutien; and, where they obſerve any 


thing managed not agreeably to the inten- 
tion of the Founder, or to the advantage of 
the Inſtitution, to correct the miſmanage- 
ment by their orders, and to enjoin and 
_ enforce faithful adminiſtration. 

ARTICLE FIFTH.—There ſhall be 
four General Meetings of the whole Truſ- 
tees every year, upon the longeſt and 
ſhorteſt days, and at the vernal and au- 
tumnal equinoxes. When any of theſe 
days ſhall happen to be on Sunday or the 
Lord's day, the reſpective Meetings ſhall 
be held upon the Mondays immediately 
following. And at theſe four Meetings, 
every thing relative to the intereſt of the 
Inſtitution, ſhall be conſidered and debat- 
ed upon; and an order or reſolution ſhall 
be entered in the minutes according to the 
opinion of the majority of thoſe preſent, 
taken by ballot. Thus every three months, 
there will be a ſtated General Meeting 
of the whole Truſtees, without the neceſ- 
ſity of any ſummons; and, in the Meeting 
which ſhall be held annually on the long- 
eſt day, a Committee of Managers, to be 
a 


— — — 
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denominated, the Ordinary Managers, nine 
in number, reſident in Glaſgow, ſhall be 


elected by ballot from the whole Truſtees, 


by the majority of thoſe preſent. They 


ſhall be elected for twelve calendar months 
only, from that date, and then their office 
ſhall be at an end; but they may be re- 


elected as often as ſhall be thought proper 
by the General Meeting, provided they 
are re- elected for twelve calendar months 


only, and by the ballot. 


ARTICLE SIXTH.— The Nine Ordi- | 


nary Managers to be elected, as provided 
in the laſt Article, ſhall immediately chuſe 
a Preſident and Clerk, by the ballot; they 


ſhall meet upon the firſt Saturday of every 
month, and oftener, if neceſſary, in order 
to ſee, that every thing relating to the In- 


ſtitution is carried on with propriety, and 


according to the nature of the Inſtitution, 


and the order of the Truſtees; they ſhall 
correct whatever is amiſs; and make a re- 
port of their proceedings to each of ths 5 
four General Meetings. 


' ARTICLE SEVENTH. —Theſe Eighty 
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One Truſtees are appointed by me, in or- 
der to manage an Univerſity, or Studium 
Generale, for the Improvement of Human 
Nature, of Scienee, and of the Country 
where they live; and they are earneſtly 
requeſted to accept of the office conferred 
upon them. But if, from their diſtance 
from Glaſgow, or from any other cauſe, 
they ſhall find it inconvenient to act as 
Truſtees, they are requeſted to reſign 
ſpeedily, that other perſons in, or near, 
Glaſgow, may be elected in their places; 
and it is hoped that the perſons who do 
accept will reckon it an honour to be 
Truſtees, as they will be poſſeſſed of the 
power of managing an Inſtitution that 
may, in time, be a great benefit to their 
kindred and their country. If any perſon 
appointed a Truſtee, or elected to be a 

Truſtee, ſhall be abſent from ſix General 
Meetings of the Truſtees in ſucceſſion, he 
ſhall, :þ/o fafto, ceaſe to be a Truſtee, and 
another ſhall be elected in his place, ac- 
confing to the Rules laid down. 


This Inftitution is called an Univerſity, : 
B42. 
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becauſe that word has long been entirely 


appropriated to a Literary Body, and for 
the purpoſe of giving Degrees: whereas, 
though the word College is often applied 


to a Literary Body for the education of 
youth; yet it is likewiſe applied to Bodies, 
the object of whoſe Inſtitution is the Me- 
chanic Arts, or Health, or Commerce, and 


many other things totally different from 


learning. This new Inſtitution, therefore, is 


called ANDERSON's UNIVERSITY,” 


It would not be proper to give it the name 


of Glaſgow, or a word connected with 
that name, becauſe that would make a con- 
ſtant confuſion between it, and the Old 
Univerſity and College of Glaſgow; and 


it has a better title to my name on account 


of the Property bequeathed, than Mr. 
Stirling's ſmall donation of Books had to 


| Perpetuate the name of Stirling's now ex- 
tenſive Library, in conſequenee of large 
ſubſcriptions made to it. It is to be un- 


der the management of the 5 One 


Truftees above deſcribed. 


ARTICLE EIGHTH, —1 do hereby no-

minate and app Mr. William Meikle- 
ham, to be Profeſſor of Phyſics and Natu- 
tural Philoſophy, and who is at preſent 
my Aſſiſtant in _ Lectures in Glaſ- 
gow College. 

ARTICLE NINTH.—I1 appdint hs 
 faid Truſtees to obſerve | the following 


Rules and rl, OPER in the PRICE 
of this Taſtitution. 


Firſt Rule. — The Profeſſor of Na- 
_ tural Philoſophy in this Univerſity ſhall 
give Lectures in the City of Glaſgow, to 
be called THE MATHEMATICAL 
COURSE” every year from the firſt day 
of Noyember, to the firſt: day of May, 
according to the Plan which I have long 
carried on in Glaſgow College, with great 
ſucceſs; the Mondays, Wedneſdays, Fri- 
days, and Saturdays, being appropriated 
to the Mathematical part of Phyſies, with- 
out any Experiments; and the Tueſdays 
and Thurſdays, being appropriated to the 
Experimental part of Phyſics without any 
Mathematics; the hours of Lecturing and 
Examination to be regulated by the Truſ- 
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tees, as well as the Honbrarium, or fee. 


Second Rule. — Beſides the above men- 
tioned Courſe of Phyſical Lectures, an- 
other Courſe ſhall likewiſe be given by 


the ſame Profeſſor; at leaſt once every year, 
to be called THE LADIES' COURSE 
OF PHYSICAL LECTURES,” in which 


no Mathematical Reaſoning ſhall be uſed; 
and it ſhall be ſimilar to the Courſe on the 


Tueſdays and Thurſdays above-mention- 


ed; but with this difference, that the audi- 
ence ſhall conſiſt of both Ladies and Gen- 


tlemen; the time of the year, the days of 
the week, the hours of the day, the hor- 
orarium, and every thing relating to it, 
ſhall be appointed by the Truſtees under 
the direction of. the Ordinary Managers. 


The intention of this Courſe of Lectures 


3s, that the Ladies in Glaſgow may have 
an opportunity, for a ſmall ſum, and in 


the early part of life, of being at ſeveral 
of theſe Courſes of Lectures, by which 


their Education for domeſtic affairs will 
not be interrupted; no pedantic language 
will be acquired, as is often the caſe in a 
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more advanced age; and ſuch a ſtock of 

general knowledge will be laid in, as will 
make them the moſt accompliſhed Ladies 
in Europe. Nor is this expecting too 
much, as it is well known that by the 
Courſe of, Experiments which I have given 
annually for many years, according to the 
plan in my Inſtitutes of Phyſics, upon the 
Tueſdays and Thurſdays, the Manufactur- 
ers, and Artificers in Glaſgow, have be- 
come diſtinguiſhed in a high degree, for 
their general knowledge, as well as for 
their abilities and e their ſeveral 
Mc 
Third Rule. —Of the Eighty-One Truſ- 
tees, twenty, if they chuſe it, ſhall have 
gratis Tickets to every Lecture by rota- 
tion, beginning with the ſeniors; but 
their Tickets ſhall not be transferable to 
other perſons. | 

Fourth Rule,—The name of each Lady 
and Gentleman, with the ſignature of 
the Profeſſor, and two of the Ordinary 
Managers ſhall be written upon their Tic- 
kets, which ſhall not be transferable. 
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ARTICLE TENTH.—T direct and ap- 


point, Firſt, That the Ordinary Managers 
and Viſitors ſhall be ſummoned to each of 


their meetings by a written notice, ſpeci- 


4 fying the place, day, hour of meeting, 

with the heads of the buſineſs to be tranſ- 
acted, and not leſs than forty eight hours, 
nor more than one hundred and ninety- 


two hours, before the meeting. Secondly, 
That the fummons ſhall be given upon 


the application of any three of the Ordi- 


nary Managers to the Preſident of the Or- 


dinary Managers; and by any three of the 


Viſitors to the Lord Provoſt, who is Pre- 
ſident of the Viſitors. In caſe of ſickneſs 


or in the abſence of the Preſident of the 
Ordinary Managers, or Viſitors, the next 


in ſeniority of the Managers and the eld- 
deſt Bailie, or Dean of Guild, and ſo on, 
of the Viſitors, ſhall act as Preſident. Third- 


ly, Theſe Meetings are veſted with the 
power of adjourning themſelves from time 


to time, and of calling pro re nata meet- 


: ings; and all queſtions in any of ehel% 


meetings, excepting as provided in the

following article, ſhall be decided by a 


majority of the Members Wen and by

ARTICLE ELEVENTH. ne ſaid 
Truſtees or, two thirds of their number 
preſent at any meeting to be called for the 
purpoſe, ſhall have, and are hereby veſted 
with, full power to enact and ordain by- 
laws, rules, and regulations, for the bet- 
ter governing and promoting the purpoſes 


of this Inſtitution; and to alter, amend, 


and repeal the ſame; provided always, that 

ſuch by-laws and regulations be not con. 

trary to, and inconſiſtent with, the object 
and defign of this Inſtitution; and pro- 
vided likewiſe, that notice or intimation 
of theſe by-laws, or new reg ations pro- 
| Poſed, ſhall have been entered I the Re- 
cord, ſix weeks at leaſt, 1 the time 
of their diſcuſſion, or enactment. 

ARTICLE TWELFTH.—la the event 

of the ſaid Eighty One Truſtees not ac- 
cepting or dying, or being otherwiſe re- 
duced below the number nineteen with- 
out being filled up by ſucceſſors as before 
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provided, I hereby diſpone, and convey, 
leave, and bequeath the whole Subjects I 
have made over as before to theſe Eighty 
One Truſtees, to the Convenery or Trades“ 
Houſe of Glaſgow, to the Miniſters of 
the Eſtabliſhed Church in Glaſgow and 
of the Barony pariſh for the time being, 
to the Faculty of Procurators in Glaſgow, 
and to the Faculty of Phyſicians and Sur- 
geons in Glaſgow, and ſuch of them as 
{hall accept and act as Fiduciaries and 
Truſtees, for the uſes of the ſaid Inſtitu- 
tion, with power to each of theſe Bodies 
to elect by ballot, three perſons out of 
each of their number annually, to be Or- 
dinary Managers; and hereby committing 
to theſe Bodies, and the acceptors of them 
as Truſtees, and to the Ordinary Manag- 
ers to be annually named by them, the 
whole powers, and ſubjecting them to the 
whole rules and regulations before laid 
down, for the direction and ä 
of the foreſaid Inſtitution. 
ARTICLE THIRTEENTH. I ordain 


and appoint my ſaid Truſtees, and Exe- 
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cutors, or ſuch of them as ſhall accept, to 
apply to the City Council of Glaſgow for 
a Charter, or Seal of Cauſe, erecting, and 
conſtituting the ſaid Truſtees and Ordina- 
ry Managers, and Viſitors, into a Corpo- 
ration and Body-Politic, for the more ef- 
fectually veſting in the Truſtees the pro- 
perty of the Subjects hereby conveyed, and 
bequeathed; and communicating to them 
and to the Viſitors legal powers of admi- 
niſtration, and of check and controul, for 
the benefit and eee of che Inſtitu- 
enn 
ARTICLE FOURTEEN'TH.—I do 
| neteby conſtitute and appoint Mr. John 
Parſell, my. Amanuenſis and Operator, 
during his reſidence in Glaſgow, or its 
vicinity, to be Clerk to the General Meet- 
| ings of the Truſtees, to the Meetings of 
the Ordinary Managers, and to be Opera- 
tor to Mr. Meikleham, the Profeſſor of 
Natural Philoſophy; he, in all theſe ſitu- 
ations, behaving as becometh, according 
to th nn. of the Gier Man-

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| ARTICLE FIFTEENTH.—I nominate 


and appoint the ſaid Dr. Peter Wright;

Ordinary Managers ſhall begin their ope- 


rations, ' by carrying all the parts of the 


Inſtitution into effect, in the beſt and

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ſpeedieſt manner, but for a whole year 
afterwards, that the Ordinary Managers 
may have the advantage of their aid and 
advice, as ſome of them are well acquaint- 
ed with the Apparatus, the Furniture, and 
Books, and every part of the Inſtitution.

Immediately after the Funeral, the Kites 
cutors will be pleaſed to meet in my 
Drawing Room to read over the Will, and 


to look at the Furniture arid Apparatus in 
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the Houſe and in the College Apparatus 
Room, and at every thing in both that is 
my property, according to inventories 
which they will receive from Mr. Meikle- 
ham and John Parſell, and to give atten- 
tion to the following laſt requeſts. 
Fit. To write letters to the Truſtees 
of my Inſtitution, intimating to them when 
my death happened; and informing them 
that there will be a General Meeting of 
the whole Truſtees, upon a particular day 
and hour, in order to elect Ordinary Man- 
agers, and to ſet the Inſtitution a-going. 
Second. To apply to the Principal for 
a Committee of the Faculty, to ſee all my 
Apparatus and Property carried out of the 
College Apparatus Room and Bench 
Room, into my Houſe, which will be 
eaſily done, as the Inventories are very 
perfect on both ſides. 

Third. To apply to the Faculty to get 
payment of Repairs which I laid out upon 
my Houſe, when I came into it, and 
which appears by Minutes of Faculty, re- 
ferred to by Papers in the Drawer of aGlaſs

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Preſs next to the Windows in the White | 


Room. Theſe are Repairs of the Stable, 
of the Henhouſe, and of ſeveral Offices in 
the Back Cloſs, as well as Repairs in the 
lower part of the Houſe, which will a- 
mount to a good ſum. Though the Fac- 
ulty ſhould pay the whole Repairs, they 
ſhould not grudge it, as I have long lain 
out of the Intereſt, and as they have made 
a declaration in n chat they hall be 
paid.

And I authorize them 
and my Truſtees to compromiſe, com- 
pound, tranſact and agree, and to ſubmit:

againſt my means and eſtate, and any way 
relative to the execution of my Will. 
Sixth. TO pay double Wages for the 
current half year to John Parſell and He- 
len Biſhop, my ſervants. 
Seventh. To pay to each of the Nine 


Executors, and to Mr. William Marſhall, 
Mr. George Bell, junior, and Mr. John 


Geddes of the Glaſs Houſe, T'wo Guineas 
for buying a Hat or Ring, as they ſhall 


think proper in remembrance of me. 


Eighth, To receive annually my ſhare 
of the Tontine, and not to ſell it, but to ap- 
ply: it as a fund of the Inftitution, if Miſs 
Colquhoun ſhould happen to be the long- 
eft liver. To apply the Profits of my 
Books which are to be printed on Phyſical 


Subjects, and upon Artillery, to the ben- 
ehit of the Inſtitution in the ſame manner. 


Ninth, Mr. Meikleham and John Par- 


fell, under the direction of the Ordinary 
Managers, will be pleaſed to ſee that all 
my manuſcripts, letters and papers ſhall be 


depoſited carefully in the two Glaſs Preſſes 
in my White Room, with a green cloth 
on the inſide of the glaſs, that they ſhall 
never be lent out to any perſon, nor even 
ſhown, except by the expreſs order of 
Mr. Meikleham, his Succeſſor in Office, 
and the Ordinary Managers.

ages thereof, ſhall be kept by Mr. Meikle- 
ham, and by his Succeſſor in Office, and 
by the Ordinary Managers; that they ſhall 
never, upon any account, be lent out, and 
that, in the deed for Mr. Meikleham and 
his Succeſſor in Office, care ſhall be taken 
that if any thing that belonged to me ſhall.

Fourteenth, To hire, ny mr aki oh 


with Mr: Meikleham, a dwelling houſe 


for him, which muſt be near the Lectur- 


ing Room, and if it can receive the Appa- 
ratus, and all my property, ſo much the 


better, as it will be a great convenieney 


to him, and a benefit to the Iuſtitution-. 


Fifteenth, My expreſs requeſt and ur- 
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der is, that nothing belonging to me ſhall 
be ſold in order to raiſe money for the 
benefit of the Inſtitution; and that if Mr. 
Meikleham, or his Succeſſor in Office, and 
the Ordinary Managers, ſhall not be able 
by the Money I leave, or by Mortgages, 
or Pledges upon my property, to raiſe 
ſuch a ſum as is ſufficient for paying for 
his Dwelling Houſe, for his Apparatus 
Room, and for the Lecturing Room, that 
the whole of my Furniture, Curioſities, 
and other things which would bring mo- 
ney by auction, ſhall be given as a preſent 
to the Royal Infirmary in Glaſgow, for 
the benefit of the Houſe Surgeon, it being 


my poſitive will and order that nothing 


belonging to me ſhall be ſold for the ſaid 
purpoſe; and that, if Mr. Meikleham and 
the Truſtees cannot keep it entire, with- 
out any part of it being brought to 
ſale, that the whole ſhall be given to 
the Royal Infirmary in Glaſgow, and 
never be ſold. From this condition is 
excepted, my horſe and any periſhable 
commodities belonging to me. It is at

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the ſame time my will, that though 
none of the ſaid articles is to be ſold, yet 


Mr. Meikleham and his Succeſſor in Of- 


fice, are to have the uſe and poſſeſſion of 


them completely, but are never to let any 
part of them be lent out, and that if any 
part of them, or book, or paper, ſhall be 


lent out of the houſe in which it is kept, 
that he ſhall, % facto, be deprived of his 


office. This ſevere injunction not, how- 
ever, hindering him to allow them to be 


looked at in his own n 0 curious 
and learned perſons. 


Sixteenth. That the Truſtees and Mr. 
Meiklehim ſhall place out a Capital to be 
derived from the profits of the Public Lec- 
turesgiven by Mr. Meikleham, which ſhall 
ſupport the Inſtitution, care being taken 
that he ſhall be handſomely rewarded for 
his labour; and in any public fayings that 
no injuſtice ſhall be done to him. I ex- 
preſsly appoint and ordain that my funds 


ſhall, after ſatisfying my lawful debts, be 
applied in the iet place to the maintenance 


of my Inſtitution for teaching Phyſics or

towards ſuch of the other Inſtitutions ſpe. 
cified in my Will as my Truſtees ſhall 
judge proper; my intention being that, as 
ſoon as the funds can admit of it, the whole 

Inſtitution ſhall be carried into execution. 
Seventeenth. To ſet up two Stones ac- 
cording to the Printed-Papers, to be in- 
ſerted in the ſouth eaſt wall of the North 
Weſt Church, with copper holdfaſts; and 
in doing this there are two Rules the Ex- 

ecutors will be pleaſed to obſerve. The 
firſt, that the ſtones are not to be white 
marble, but the beſt Kilſyth Free Stone; 
and after it is cut by the beſt Letter Cutter 
in Glaſgow, it is to be heated before a 
furnace, and ſocked with hot lintſeed oil; 
by imbibing which, it ſtands the weather 
much better than any marble. The ſecond 
is, that no change is to be made on the 
copy from the Printed Papers, except an 
addition as to the year of my death. What 
relates to my Grandfather is the ſimple 
fact, and implies no vanity on my part. 


Eighteenth. To ſee that all perſons who 
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and others elected in their place 
order is very general, artificers, ſervants, 
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are connected with Glaſgow College, in 


the way deſcribed in the Will, ſhall be im- 


mediately removed from being Truſtees,
